America, the land of prosperi- 
ty, is suffering from depression. 

This is 4 somewhat new" ¢3 
perience for the land of buoyant 
hopes and those concerned are 
examining the phenomenon with 
considerable anxiety, ‘There are 
said to be no less than 4,000,000 
unemployed in the United States 
and that is many more,.in pro- 
portion to the population, than 
800,000 in Great Britain, Not 
Jong ago American business men 
would haye said that what was 
wrong with the “old country” 
was a lack of hustle and 
efficiency. If we only hustled 
more and applied the methods 
of the new psychology to our 
unemployed problem, it would 
have been solved over night. 
But America’s trouble is not 
lack of efficioney; us a matter of 
fact she is suffering from 
efficientitis, ‘The ery was pro- 
duce and still produce, speed and 
more speed until production has 
overtaken the country’s capacity 
to absorb and America "finds 
herself with an oversold and 
over-stocked market. Mr. J. J. 
Davis, American Secretary of 
Labour, says “You can make all 


























the boots and shoes needed 
annually in America in six 
months. You can dig all the 


coal needed in # year, with the 
men now employed in the indus- 
try, in six months, Because of 
the increase in population in the 
last ten years it now should 
take 140° men to supply the 
needs of the country where, be- 
fore. it took 100, | Instead of 
that, and in spite of our having 
20,000,000 more people, the 
needs of the country are fully 
met with seven per cent. fewer 
workers than we had in 1917.” 
‘The development of mechaniza- 
tion has enabled fewer men to 
turn out more manufactured 
rticles than was the case ten 
years ago, It is true that. in- 
creased efficiency of production 
caused the price of commodities 
to he reduced, but the cost of 
marketing increased, owing to 
the high cost of living, to such 
an extent that it more than 
counter-balanced the reduction 
in cost of manufacture, There 
was, therefore, little or no re- 
duction in the price of the goods 
to the consumer and, conse- 
quently, there was no consider- 
able increase in the number of 
purchasers. There is not likely 
to be any immediate increased 
demand for goods in America 
for a large proportion of the 
purchases in recent years has 
been made on the instalment 
system so that the eredit of the 
buyers is already mortgaged. 
The Commissioner of Labour 
Statistics sayy, “Every: machine 
that is built to do the work of 
four men throws three out of 
work.” If this be so, the chances 
seem to be that the number 
of unemployed will 
rather than decrease 
govs on.

the Pacific Ocean, China, India 
and the Straits Settlements 
appear ipromising markets ,for 
the great producing nation of 
the West and. peace in these 
countries is a necessity if they 
are to absorb, to any great ex- 
tent, the surplus products of 
American factories. But even 
an enlarged trade with the Far 
East has certain concomitant 
relations that make this solution 
less easy than, at the first blush, 
it,seems, A’ nation that pur- 
chases goods from another must 
pay for its purchases with goods 
of its own. Exports must balance 
imports or the trade will come 
to an impasse. The exports 
which the East can send to 
America are limited in quanti- 
ty, for America is, her- 
self, rich in raw material. 
Silk, tea and lacquer 
the staples of the East and 
even these have to surmount a 
high tariff before they can reach 
the destined market. Silver and 
gold are not wealth and, if they 
were, America has no lack of 
these metals. The East needs 
machinery, electrical apparatus, 
railway equipment. ‘These are 
expensive items and before 
China or India could afford to 
purchase them in large quanti 

ties they would require an 
enlarged overseas trade of their 
own in order to make the fnan- 
cial adjustment possible, 


America’s problem iy really 9 
world problem, Granted that the 
difficulty may ‘be overcome and 
the East provide the field that 
the manufacturing nations of 
the world need to absorb their 
surplus goods. The East docs 
not intend to go on indefinitely 
purchasing machinery from the 
West, ‘The machinery is pur- 
chased to the end that the East 
may do its own manufacturing 
fand have no further need of the 
products of the West, What is 
to happen when tho East has 
become as efficient as the West 
and has replaced her present 
slow man-power methods with 
labour-saving machinery? When 
this machinery has produced so 
much that “her people are 
saturated with the goods they 
need, as the American people 
Seem now to be satitrated, what 
are we going to do with all tho 
super-eflicient machines that 
‘will be then in existence? ‘The 
process of taking in each others 
washing must stop some day and 
thet, what? These speculations 
lead’ nowhere because we have 
not the ability to foresee the 
conditions that will exist when 
these things happen and in any 
ease wo will leave to the people 
of that day to handle their own 
problems.

The Royal 
Geographical yy made a 
ified statement on the mat- 
which well covers the 
ground, ‘The statement con- 
cludes 
“This Council is satisfied that 
any Fellow is fully entitled to 
rake use of the letters F.R.G.S. 
when he legitimately desires by 
so doing to eall attention to the 
fact that he belongs to a Fellow- 
ship interested in the progress 
of Geography. He would be 
quite justified for. instance, in 
using the letters on books of re- 
ference to show his scientific 























terests. 


“The use of the letters in the’ 
circumstances must be guided by 
good taste. The title is not 
honorific; its purpose is not to 
convey a distinction, but to in- 
dicate a fellowship’ in the old 
established and customary sense 
of membership of a scientific so- 
ciety incorporated by Royal Char- 
ter.” 

This society has many members 
in China, people who make use 
of their opportunities of travel 
in the more remote’ parts of the 
country to add to the sum of. 





‘The Council, however, reaches 
the core of the matter when it 
jsays that the use of the letters 
must be guided by good taste. 
In other words, a person ought 
not to make a parade of the 
initials he may have the right 
to use after his name, The pub- 
lic is inclined to be rather 
suspicious on this point, feeling 
that any letters which a person 
uses obviously for self-advor- 
tisement are not worth much. 
There are initials which sugge: 
either that sort of lialf-world 
which lies on the borders of 
‘many honourable professions, or. 
‘poor attempt on the part of 
their users to make the best of 
very poor qualifications. But it 
is not only in connexion with 
the use of these peculiar com- 
binations of letters that one hi 
to be careful, the use of letter 
signifying University degrees 
may provide pitfalls for the un- 
wary. ‘The M.A. of Oxford or 
Cambridge is gained by those 
who possess a bachelor's degree 
and who, after a cortain time, 
illing to pay the required 
fee to the University. Hence, if 

is ain the owner's. 
scholastic qualifications, we do 
not trouble about the MA, but 
inquire what he did to gain his 
B.A. But it is the D.D.'s whose 
titles often need looking into. 





























scholarship would hardly bear 
examination and who would 
certainly never be qualified to 
carry on any of that research 
which is generally deemed 
necessary before one can aspire 
to a doctorate in any faculty. 
Nevertheless the fact that so 
many men flaunt the D.D., when 
leven the average layman know:

man never uses them on his own 
stationary and generally prefers 
his correspondents to omit then:

Numbers of proposals were cut 
out in committee; and although 
the Cantonese delogates rather 
frightened everyone by produc:

(San Ain Chu-I), the 
contents proved very mild, Nay, 
more: a large space was given 
in the Cantonese proposals to 
the training of girls in woman- 
hood und motherhood, which is 
surely all to the good. Broadly 
speaking. what the Conference 
appears to have aimed at is a 
continuous scheme of education 
for boys and girls alike, from 
kindergartens, through primary 
and middle schools, up to uni- 
varsities. Compulsory education 
is advocated and _ travelling 
scholarships for brilliant sen- 
iors. Dr. Hu Shih calculates 
that China is spending about a 
million dollars daily on war. If 
we add to that all that she loses, 
wastes and destroys by making 
war, there should be plenty of 
money for these schemes —an- 
ather day. And the more often, 
the more firmly these fa 
rammed home to the eonsci 
ness of thinking men, the sooner 
that day should come, Two 
Paragraphs in the final plan set 
out by the Nanking Conference 
deserve attention. We read

A Japanese telegram of an un- 
usually human tone says that 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin's gen- 
erals are only anxious for a 
[compromise with the South, but 
that he himself is in such a 
mood that no one dares to ap- 
proach him. It sounds likely 
enough. In Ahat temper, too, 
Marshal Chang would very pro- 
bably order a new line of de- 
fence to be formed near Peking. 
But will that avail him? If 
fenemy propaganda caused a 
mutiny and the abandonment of 
1a key position once, it may well 
do so again. The fact is, one 
may believe, that there is as 
much Nationalism behind the 
Fengtien lines as in front of 
them. This may argue well for 
fa distant future. But for the 
immediate present it spells be- 
fwildering disarray, For, more 
important than any party, are 
the personal predilections of the 
generals. 

‘A carious story reached us 
recently from well-authenticated 
sources. It belongs to the time 
‘when ‘the first “defeatist” at- 
tempts were being made to in: 
duce Marshal Chang to retire to 
Manchuria, Incorporated in his 
armies there are between 50,000 
Jand 100,000 officers and men 
whose homes are within the 
Great Wall. They are loyal 
jenough to Marshal Chang. But. 
if he went back to Manchuria 
Jand the Fengtien forces with 
him, they would have to seek 
new allegiances. We are told 
that agents from Shansi have 
already approached these troops, 
not suggesting any disloyalty to 
the Marshal, but merely putting

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‘a démenti of the reported lack 
‘of harmony between Feng ‘and 
that centre. But this sort of 
thing,” an obvious political 
necessity, deceivessnobody. A 
combination against Feng and 
his Russian advisers is by no 
means unlikely. Designedly or 
not, he stole Nanking’s thunders 
on ‘the Tientsin-Pukow railway 
and his‘ascendaney in Pekitte ist

weightiest factor of all is the 
attitude of Japan. Her pro-

In 
that masterpiece “The King's 
Mirror” Anthony Hope has done 
more than most people to show 
that a monarch is, after all, a 
man, But no one has done so 
much to this end as His 
Majesty George V, who keeps

perhaps, it was due to his long 
association with the Navy, 
which always holds the first 
place in British affections, The 
war gave His Majesty a great 
chance to identify himself with 
his people in their sufferings 
and endurance, and fully did he 
take advantage of it, Every 
succeeding. year has strens- 
thened the bond and increased 
the sense of familiarity with 
His Majesty's ways and works, 
Considering how large a part 
the latter play’ in the King’s life 
—there is no one who works 
harder in Great Britain—it fs 
wonderful that he can find time 
for his many appearances in 
public. Not long ago. at some 
function His Majesty ‘was at- 
tending, the Mayor spoke feel- 
ingly of his own responsibilities 
and the calls on his time.

Tt has been some months since 
there has been reason to report new: 
developments in the growth of the 
White Russian organization in 
China, It will probably be remem- 
dered that General Iorvath, once 
governor of the Chinese Ei 
Railway Zone, received an appoint- 
ment from the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, in his capacity ns head 
of a world-wide White non-partisan 
‘organization, as his representative 
in China, and that the great major- 
ity of the numerous White organiza- 
tions in this country then recognized 
General Horvath as their represen 
tative and as the diplomatic agent 
of the White Emigration in this 
country. An effort was then 
Snitiated to elicit from the several 
Chinese Governments and from the 
Diplomatic Body in Peking reeogni- 
tion of the White Emigration as a. 
unit and of General Horvath as its 
acknowledged head, 




















Societies in Support 

Since these facts were first 
published at the beginning of the 
year developments have been slow 
but by no means unsatisfactory. 
‘There has been quite w little corres~ 
pondence with the Diplomatic Body 
Through the Doyen, Sir William 
Oudendijk, and semicformal rela~ 
tions with the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, ‘The number vf adherents 
‘tw the central organization has also 
geown materially, In reply to an 
inquiry from the Diplomate Body 
about the number of organization 
‘that now recognized General 
Horvath as thei diplomatic re- 
resentative, the total membership 
find the distribution of | membe 
jeneral Horvath wus recently able 
to reply that his position was 
endorsed by 135 societies of variou: 
‘kinds in China and that he wa 
steadily in receipt of letters from 
individuals and little groups, affliat 
ed with no organization, who wished

Official Recognition in Mukden 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin has been 
personally in favour af the 
organization from its ineeption and 
had the question of recognition ree 
forred to the Cabinet recently with 
“favourable recommendation, but 
‘no decision has yet been handed to 
General Horvath, Meanwhile hov= 
ever, the Waichiaopu has agreed to 
nogotiate informally with General 
Horvath as chief Representative of 
‘the White Immigration in any 
matter which he may cave to bring 
up. Colonel. Blonsky, formerly 
assistant Military Attaché in 
Poking, who has deen appointed 
General Horvath’s agent in Mukden, 
has been given official recognition 
by the Commissioner of Foreign 
Affairs for Fengtien and is already 
in a position to be of ser 
vico to his fellow refugees. The 
Diplomatie Body has been sympa- 
‘thetic and encouraging, hax made 
inquiries for information and ap 
Pears to be waiting for the fuller 
development of the organization 
‘and possibly for Chinese recognition 
before according to General Hor- 
ath such a status ax would enable 
him to approach the Southern 
Government or Governments,

‘The best way to 
present General Horvath's case for 
the White Emigration is perhaps to 
summarize and paraphrase thi 
letter which is too long to reproduce: 
Tt runs somewhat as follows: 
‘While there was still no treaty 
between China and the U. 8. S. Ry 
1 large body of the White refugees 
in China found employment on the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, but now 
that the railway is under Soviet. 
management it is impossible for 





Whites to get employment there 
while old employees have been 
discharged. 


Many Russians with a knowledge 
of foreign languages have been able, 
jn the past to find employment in 
European and American firm 
Economie conditions in China have, 
however, reduced ,the number of 
openings even for these well quali- 
fied. "In many places old firms are 
closing and no new enterprises are 
being opened. 

Great number of White Russians 
have been reduced to the poi 
where they would do coolie labour, 
but foreigners are loth to employ 
them in such eapacities and resent 
tif they seek Chinese employment 
because it lowers race prestige. Tt 
is extremely dificult for the very 
needy to g0 abroad and find work 
elsewhere. ‘They have not the 
travelling fonds and have difficulty 
in getting visas. 

‘Tho result of it all ix much 
poverty and misery, with thé usual 
consequenees—demoralization, crime, 
prostitution and. suicide. During 
tho. past two. years. in. Marbin, 
suicide has accounted for more than 
two per cent, of the White Russian 
population, 

Other —non-extraterritoriat 
tionals have the benctit 
diplomatic and consular representa- 
tion. White Russians have no one 
to intercede for them or present 
their ease when they are in difficul- 
ties. Their sad plight in largely 
traceable to a lack of unity in the 
| past. ‘They have had numerous 

local organizations but no such 
inclusive national organization as 
might attract. the attention and 
clieit the consideration of Chinese 
or foreign concession authorities, 


A Workitig Programme 

The new organization hopes to 
Yemedy matters to some degree by 
working according to the following 
programm 

1. Tt will take 
measures for the eco 
ment of the refugees. 

2. It will establish bureaux from 
which bond fide White Russians can 
‘get identification papers, letters of 
Yecommendation and the like.

3. Tt will be a medium of ap- 
proach to Chineso and for 
authorities, furnish interpreters

foreign lawyers when required, 
bring business men in touch with 
foreign commercial or industrial 
firms, provide bail for arrested per- 
sons worthy of help and investigate 
the cases of prisoners in the aols. 

4. Ip will try to exert a moral 
Influence, work against debauchery 
and  mendicahey, and establish 
courts of arbitration in which 
White Russians will be encourased 
to settle disagreements among them- 
selves,

‘TRANSFERRED 


‘Mr. H. Prideaux Brune Assigned 
to Tientsin: A Great Loss 





From Oux Own Contesronpexr 
Ningpo, May 26, 

‘The British Consul, Mr. H. 
Prideaux Brune has been trans. 
ferred to Tientsin. 

Mr. Prideaux “Brune came to 
Ningpo in May of last year and 
his sudden departure after such a 
short stay js a matter of deep 
Tegret to all” Ningpo foreign 
residents. His twelve months in 
‘Ningpo seem to have covered the 
‘most eritieal period, as far as local 
relationships with the Chinese are 
concerned, and high tribute should 
bbe paid to the tactful way in which 
British interests have been looked 
after. On the social side, both Mr. 
and Mrs. Prideaux Brane have 
taken a keen interest in the welfare 
of British and other nationals. 

It is a matter for further regret 
that the Consulate is to be closed 
for two or three months. Although 
the British community in Ningpo is 
comparatively small, the Ningpo 
Consulate serves the whole of the 
province of Chekiang and the news 
that it is to remain closed for two 
or three months has been received 
with something of a shock. The 
official statement of the position is 
ag follows:—"Pending the arrival 
of a substantive officer the affairs 
of the Consulate will be supervised 
by Mr, W. Meyrick Hewlett, cm. 
Acting Consul-General at Nanking, 
‘who is at present residing in Shang- 
hai. ‘The temporary offices of the 
Nanking Consulate-General are 
situated at No. 8 Museum Road. 

Empire Day Observed 

‘The Empire Day celebrations in 
Ningpo were a great success. Mrs. 
Prideaux Brune and all the British 
Indies were at home to the Port, 
and the Committee of ladies appoi 
ed to make arrangements fur the 
Garden Party and Childrens’ Sports, 
which characterized the occasion 
did their work excellently. The 
‘announcement of the Consul’s trans- 
fer to Tientsin at very short notice 
made it necessary to transfer the 
place of gathering to the Compound 
of the United Methodist Missi 

‘About 25 children and 56 ndults 
assembled in the afternoon, the 
Compound having been beautifully 
decorated with flags under the 
etion of the Harbour Master, 

Harei'ton, and a splendid peo- 
fgramme of entertainment was pro- 
vided. ‘ 

‘A sumpinous ten, to which 
children did full justice, opened 
proceeding, and after tea

Taianfu, May 24. 
I think you may be interested 
to hear what has happened, so far, 
to our Church in Shantung; since 
tho advance of the Southerners 
began five weeks ago. 
‘Yenchow was taken on April 21, 
the day General Synod began. We 
had no foreigners there, Matthews 
having gone on furlough, and 
Skues having just got away in 
time, and thus being able to leave 
on furlough with his family from 
Tsingtao. Our two Church com- 
Pounds were occupied on April 22, 
the larger one, St. Mary's, by a 
‘front lino hospital unit, under a cer- 
tain notorious Teng Jih-hao. The 
result was that schools had to be 
dismissed, services were forbidden 
in the temporary church, the new 
hhalf-built chureh defiled, hospital 
drugs stolen, and all ' buildings 
taken, including empty foreigners’ 
hhouses which wera broken into, and 
to some extent looted. 

‘Taian was bidden by Chang 
Chung-chang to hold out, and the 

nutherners bombarded 'the city 
from April 28 to May 2 before the 
Northerners gave up. Our mission 
compound is in the west suburb, 
close to the city wall, in the line of 
fire from the station, and it suffer- 
ced in consequence. ‘Two forcigners, 

helors, Wellington and Sibley 
were there, and thanks to the lat 
ter's experience in the Artillery in 
the Great War, basemonts were 
‘sandbagged and made pretty safe, 
‘and everybody took refuge in them 
during the bombardment. Services, 
school work, and indoor games were

times.” Happily no ona was hurt, 
and very little damage was done, 
except to the bulfry windows of the 
cathedral; otherwice nothing worse

‘Tachienlu, Apr. 6. 

‘The French Cathedral bells were 
silent to-day and, but for this fact, 
Good Friday might have passed un- 
noticed.

Though 
just 23 years old and with only threo| 
months knowledge of the Chinese 
Tanguage, he made the long 30 days 
Journey from Yunnanfu to Tachienlu. 
He bought a little Yunnan pony for 
$30 und rode it all the way and, 
according to the young priest, the 
‘animal improved on tho journey. 

Pére Pasteur called to see us, with 
Pére Valour, and related the warm 
and Kindly attitude of the people: 
along the way. For the firet twelve. 
days out of Yunnantu, the young 
priest did not meet any Europeans, 
but when he crossed the Yangtze 
and entered Szechuan, he met} 
numerous Catholic fathers. Doubt- 
less many of those lonely fellows 
were gind to see a fresh young face 
straight from France. From Hueili- 
chow, right up through the Chien-| 
chang valley, the country is largely 
evangelized ‘by Catholic _ priests.

JAPANESE PRESS AND MR. KELLOGG BANDIT OUTRAGE 





Attitude of American Secretary of Slate Ascribed to 
Misapprehension of Japan's Motives 


Prom Oce Own Cousaronnest 


Tokyo, May 22. 
Mr. Frank B. Kellogg's doclara- 
tion to American newspaper men 
that the United States regards Man- 
ehurin as Chinese territory and 
‘could not accept the Japancse view 
‘that the latter, because of her ex- 
tensive commitments, possessed 
special rights there, has greatly 
stirred the Japanese’ press. 

Official circles are ‘silent as no 
formal report has as yet been re- 
ceived, but the press has indulged 
in considceable comment upon Mr. 
Kellogg's attitude towards the re- 
‘cent Japancse memorandum to the 
‘warring Chinese factions, in which 
Jupan declares that she is prepared 
‘to take appropriate and effective 
measures should civil war threaten 
‘Manchuria and Mongolia. 

‘The general opinion is that Mr. 
Kellogg is Inbouring under a mis- 
‘understanding with regard to 
Jupan's future intentions, and that 
‘the authorities here should take 
‘every opportunity to disabuse the 
mind of the American Secretary of 
State of nny apprehensions th 
‘Japan will not fail to live up to the 
terms stipulated in the Washington 
Conference treaties, in both the 
spirit and the letter of those ngree- 
ments.

Power Consortium from which 
Japan and Russia were excluded.

American Good Faith Questioned 

‘Tho “Nichi Nichi” then declares 
that the principal objective of the 
Open Door and Equal Opportunity 
Policy of the United States is the 
Fur East rather than Mexico or 
Latin America, and that all nations, 
‘with the sole’ exception of the 
United States, recognizes that these 
‘principles are illogical. 

“Japan was foreed by the 
Washington Conference, as well as 
by the Four-Power Consortium to 
relinquish her special position in 
‘Manchuria.

The “Asahi (Morning Sun,) also 
ascribing Mr, Kelloge’s contention 
to a misunderstanding, regrets that 
this may tond to have an undesir- 
able influence on the relations be- 
‘tween Japan and America. Tt de- 
clares “Sapan is well aware that, 
when the Ishii-Lansing agroement 
was invalidated, her special. posi- 
tion in Manchuria was no longer 
recognized, and that it is far from 
‘Japan's intention or desire to inter- 
ere with the Open Door and Equal 
Opportunity policy, or to set up a 
ypecial sphere of’ influence.

‘The same paper insists that Japar

ly, they eannot be relied on and that 
therefore the exigencics of the ease 
compel Japan to safeguard her 
rights ond interests in Mancharin. 
“The United States took similar

Japanese Wounded, Subaltern 
Captured 


Tokyé, May 28. 

The War Office reports that, as 
result of a Manchurian bandit raid 
across the Korean frontier in the 
‘neighbourhood, of Chukochin and 
Manpochin in'the Upper Yalu re- 
gion, involving the capture of a 
Japanese subaltern and the wound- 
ing of several Japanese guards, the 
Japanese Garrison Headquarters 
fat Ryuzan have despatched a bat- 
talion of troops to the scene of the 
outrage as a precaution against 
farther trouble.

‘The only excitement we have had 
‘here for tome days occurred yes- 
terday when the Wuhan Political 
Couneit denounced Chen Chien for 
irregular use of the Hupeh-Hunan 
finances and his bodyguard was 
disarmed, The charges are set out 
in five lengthy telegrams which 
ave ‘been published in the Chinese 
press but can be summarized in

Tokyo, May 20. 
Prompted by the discovery of the 
recent Communist conspiracy, the 
Japanese Government has decided 
to revise the Peace Preservation 
Law, making its penalties much 
heavier. The revised law proposes 
to make liable to tm extreme 
penalty of the law—imprisonmei 
for life or for a period not less 
than five years—anyone who 
belongs to an organization which 
aims at subverting the existing 








form of social order and govern- 
ment. The old law provided for a 
period of imprisonment for not 


more than ten years, 
‘The Tanaka Ministry is trying to 
enforce this revised law indepe 
ly of the Diet by means of an 
Imperial Ordinance. Another new 
law now being considered is deter- 
rent punishment of any individual 
or organization that repudiates the 
system of private ownership. The 
wording of the two new laws. is 
now being drafted by the judiciary, 
and it is expected that, despite 
considerable opposition, the new 
laws will soon be on the statute 












book in accordance with Article 8 
of the Jupanese Constitution, The 
denial of the system of private 





ownership of property is to be made 
punishable by imprisonment for a 
term not exeveding ten years, 
Public Opinion Unfavourable

Modifications ‘to be “Introduced 
at !Next Session of Diet 





From Oun Oww Cossssronnave 
Tokyo, May 20. 
‘Modifications in.Japan’s tariff will 
be introduced in the next session of| 
the Japanese Diet as the result of a| 
decision by the authorities to revise 
the notorious 100 per cent. luxury 
tariff which was enactéd-in 1925.

‘Thus ran the argument, regardless 
of whether the foreigner's palate 
could endure some of the vile imita- 
tions of foreign foodstuffs made 
here. If he couldn't well he had 
pay through the nose for the genul 
article. By a strange mental kink, 
coffee was not classed as a luxury,| 
though black tea was. The simple 
reason was that Japan did not wish 
to offend Brazil, t> which country 
she has looked for concessions and 
for an outlet for her surplus popula- 
tion, 











Injustice of Luxury Tax 

The Finance Minister has now 
realized that the 100 per cent. 
luxury tariff has worked injustice to 
the few thousand foreigners in Japan, 


and has hardly proved to be a 
protective policy, which was the 
main object with which this noto 





fous tariff was enacted. The p 
sd reduction of the latter was 
dictated by political expediency, Mr. 
Sanji Muto, leader of the busines 
men’s party in the Japanese Diet| 
having wrung a promise from the 
authorities for the revision of the| 
100 per cent. tariff, in roturn 
for the support of his party. Mr. 
Muto, who is against high tariff bar- 
eva'and is a proponent of free 
trade, is also out for a reduction of 
the duties on steel, lumber, wool and 
‘other commodities, Big industrial- 
ints, however, are taking a diagonally 
opposite stand with regard to the 
latter commodities and are demand- 
ing an inerease of duties on these. 


Business Suffering 


Japan's business with China is 
already suffering as a reault of the 
unfortunate Tainan clash and advices, 
have been received to 
shipping orders and to cancel con- 
tracts, especially in rogard to silk. 
and rayon piece goods. It is said 
that shipments will be reduced not 
only to China, but alao to the South 
Seas where business is done prin- 
cipally through Chinese houses. 

Negotiations for cotton goods, 
sugar, sundry grods and other| 
articles especially along the Yangtze, 
have dropped largely, according to 
the local papers, and the view held 
here is that there will be a bigger| 
falling off in the near future. Goods 
from China to Japan ars also on the 
decrease.

BANDITS IN THE SILK 
DISTRICT 


Forty Thousand Dollars in Sil- 
ver and Notes Taken 


Ever alive to opportunities, bandits 
have nat been asleep in the district 
surrounding Changchow, and news 
has lately been received in Shang- 
hai that $40,000 has been stolen 
by them, 

For the past few weeks literally 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, in 
banknotes and in silver, have been 
sent away into the country for the 
purchase of silk-worm cocoons, and 
one “silk man” here expressed sur- 
prise that bandit raids of this kind 
did not happen oftener. Last year 
‘apparently much money was lost in 
this way in the Chékiang districts. 
‘This time, however, there has becn 
no trouble there, but instead $40,- 
000 has heen taken from the dealers 
sent to Changehow, 


Soldiers and Police Outnumbered 


The robbery took place about last 
Friday, and, as far as can be as- 
certained, betwoen 20 and 30 arme' 
robbers, or bandits took part in the 
The district chosen for the

latter, however, were soon 
‘outnumbered by the bandits and, 
after putting up a stiff resistance 
were finally overpowered, and the 
bandits retired to thelr fastnesses 
with the loot. During the fracas 
two Chinese farmers were seriously 
wounded, and in all there were four 
casualties, four wounded and ono 
killed, the tast mentioned being 
farmer who died as a result of 
hullet wounds he received during 
the fighting. 

‘The $40,000 belonged all to Chi- 
nese dealers, and about throo-quar- 
ters of the total amount was cover 
ed by insurance.

Dr, Sylain Levi, of the college of 
France, who arrived a few days

scholar of Oriental culture and 
history. 

For the past 21 months, Dr. Levi 
has been working in Japan as the 
official appointee of the Japanese 
and French governments in the 
formation of La Maison Franco- 








Japonaise, an institution devotea 
to furthering an understand- 
ing of the culture of the 





two countries. Having now com: 
pleted the work for which he was. 
delegated, Dr. Levi is on his return 
Journey to France, and will travel 
through Indo-China, Siam, Java and 
India on the way back. 

When interviewed by a repre- 
sentative of the “North-China Daily: 
News” on Thursday Dr. Levi spoke 
enthusiastically about the wave of 
popularity which he sald had com- 
menced in Japan for everything

IN THE FOOTSTEPS OF MARCO POLO 





Leaving Shanghai College three 
weeks before commencement, Pro- 
fessor George B. Cressey will start 
‘on a three months’ tour to the un- 
known regions of the Ordos and 
Alashan ‘deserts beyond the Great 
Wall from Kansu in Western Inner 
Mongolia. The journey to his 
base, the city of Ningksia, Kansu, 
‘will eccupy three weeks, and will be 
by boat to Hankow, thence by rail 
via Chengchow to Shanchow, Honan; 
from there by motor car to Sianfu 
and to Pingliang, Kansu; and then 
by pack mules to Ninghsia. 

The aren which it is proposed to 
study lies in western Inner Mong- 
golia, north of the Great Wall from 
Kansu. Except for irrigated strips 
along the Yellow River all of this 
region is a desert. In the centre of 
the area lies the great Alashan 
Range of mountains, which risé to 
over 10,000 ft, and divide the desert 
Into two distinct regions; the 
Alashan desert on the weet and the 
‘Ondes on the east. The Ordos in- 
‘eludes the district within the great 
northward bend of the Yellow River 
outside the Great Wall. 

Although an ancient Mongolian 
trade route crosses this district, it 
has seldom been followed by We 
erners. Except for a fow trails most 
‘of the Ordos and Alashan is quite 
unknown, both geographically and 
geologically. Marco Polo crossed 
this aren on his journey to China, 
and over much of the summer Dr. 
Cressey's expedition will be follow- 
ing in his footsteps. 


Object of the Expedition 

The chief geological problem 
deals with changes in the climate of 
‘central Asin during the last few 
geclogical periods. During the 
glacial period in Europe and Nort 
America Asia was free from ice. 
Mongolia at that time apparently 
hada much more moist climate.

Fire Brigade's Quick Work with 
‘Threatening Outbreak 


Fire which broke out in tho 
upper storeys of the Chung Hua 
Book Co.'s retail shop, situated at 
the interseétion of Honan Red 
with Foochow Road, at 6.96 p.m, 
on Monday, threatened to do much 
‘more damage than it really did, 
Decause firemen, when those inside 
would not, or could not, open tha 
iron grilles, bad finally’ to smash 
them in and got water on the flames. 

Police first saw. the fire as it 
broke out in a spectacular mane 
net from the windows of the third 
floor. ‘They blew thefr whistles and 
in a vory short while Central 
division with three pumps and two 
extension ladders “were at the 
scone, Firemen first rushed to the 
oor,’ and although persons. within 
saw them, thoy made 10 attempt 
to open the door or grilles, Bolt 
clippers were brought into play, but 
the steal resisted their efforts. 
Finally they did smash their way, 
in and men ran Tinés up the staira. 
Whether those below were too 
frightened to open the grille or 
whether they did not have the keys 
is a matter which remains to be 
‘leared up, At least when the men 
reached the fire, itself, they found 
inmates using their own lines of 
hose. 

Tho extension ladder “got into 
action quickly, although a consider- 
able amount of difficulty was ex- 
perienced in erecting it, as it had 
to pass through a veritable mazo 
of overhead wires, Flames wore 
‘shooting from the windows, before 
the first line of hose had been tite 
ed.

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SUCCESSFUL BATTLE WITH KIDNAPPERS 





‘Three Raids from Chinese City to Yangtszepoo: 29 Arrests 
and Two Ruffians Shot: No Police Killed 


Zealous devotion to duty and 
entive disregard of personal danger 
was amply displayed again by the 
‘Municipal Police last Friday after- 
‘noon, when a party of three for- 
eigners and about 20 Chinese, 
‘attached to Sinza Station, entered 
@ house in Yangtszepoo,’ and in 
spite of armed resistance on the 
part of the inmates, shot and killed 
‘two armed kidnappers and rescued 
‘Mr. K. L. Sung of the Shanghai- 
Naukieg Tailway, whose kidnapping 
we reported a fow days ago. 

Earlier reports had it that Det.- 
Sergt, S, Gash had been wounded 
and sent to hospital, but the reports 
‘were fortunately premature, Sergt. 
Gash, the second man to enter the 
house, had three bullet holes through 
hhis sieeve, and was burned in the 
leg by a’ stray bullet, which did 
not break the cloth of his trousers. 
A Chinese detective was shot in 
the leg, and two police agents were 
‘wounded, one in the foot, and the 
other, the more seriously injured, 
was ‘shot twice in the les. He 
also was struck by two bullets in 
the rirht and left breast, but 
because he wore a steel waist-coat, 
hhe was not mortally wounded, 


Heavy Firing All Round 

‘The affair began just after noon 
and the real battle lasted, perhaps 
for only two or three’ minul 
Sergt, Gash emptied thre ma- 
fazines.  Det-Sub-Inspr. C, Henry 
used up the contents of se 
magazines, and P, C. 8. Davis's 
Golt 15 automatic needed replenish 
ing before the affair ended, 

Owing to the need for immediate 
action, ‘the police could not make 
any plans before the raid. The 
information which they received 
merely told them where Mr. Sung 
was being kept a captive, and apart 
from equipping themselves with 
ateel waint-coats, which they secured.

‘The Kidnappers’ Lair 

‘This information put the police 
fon their mettle. Foreigners, detec 
tives, and their agents secured 
shields and steel waist-coats, and 
three motor-ear loads were off with 
a jump. They drew up about 500| 
yards from the house, and approach. 
ed the spot cautiously. 

‘The kidnappers had rented a shop 
at the corner of Pingliang Road and 
Ningkuo Road, the premises being 
part of a recently constructed 
Semi-modern group of shops and 
Chinese houses, intersected with the 
Usual alleyways. The rear bound- 
aries of the tract were surrounded 
by a I0-ft, corrugated from fence. 
‘The shop, itself, was directly on 
the corner and on either side were| 
two vacant shops. 

‘There was no time for recon- 
noitring. They posse rushed in and 
found two men and two women 
having thelr tiffin. A few earpen- 
try tools and some boars lay about, 
merely a disguise. Covering the 
Kroup, the police asked them where 
the others were.

P.O. S, covered 
‘one alleyway, Det-Sub-luspe, Honey 
took the other, while Sergt. Gash’ 
was directly in front of the shop. 
While the police were shooting at. 
the first kidnapper, another Chinese 
came on to the verandah and shot 
at them, but they drove him back.

Mr. Sung then appeared on the 
veraudah.

All Kidnappers Accounted for 

While avaiting the arrival of the 
Red Maria, the police, who had de- 
ployed round the block, prevented 
any. person from leaving. A 
stronger cordon was then thrown 
round, and with the presence of 
reinforcements, innocent residents 
were removed. 

‘A. plucky agent crawled on his 
hands and knees to the front door 
of the shop, and on seeing no one, 
entered the lower room atd the 
Kitchen, “His subsequent investiga- 
tion upstairs showed that no more 
persons were inside. Detectives 
then searched every house in the 
compound, but found no suspicious 
characters. When the prisoners had 
been collected, it was found that 
the original six, including two dead, 
were accounted for. 

By four o'lock the neighbo 
hood had resumed its ueual placid 
appearance, The prisoners were 
taken to Sinza Station, the total for 
the day amounting to 29. The 
detective and the two agents re 
cvived medical attention, and Det. 
Sergt. Gash had the burn sterilized,

Perilous But Successful Raid in 
Heavy Firing 


A party of police, aftached 
West Hongkew Station and com- 
manded by DetSergt, Tabrum, 
raided a house in the country be- 
yond Avenue Haig early last Friday. 
morning and released a wealthy 
Chinese merchant, who bad been 
kidnapped on Wednesday. About 
25 shots were fired, and one kid-

‘The police arrived at the scene 
about 5 am. They left their 
motor-cars and walked half a mile 
nerfs country before they arrived 
at their destination.

Valuable Victim Allowed to Es- 
cape by Somnolent Guards 


‘Another daring kidnapping was 
‘carried out on Monday morning at

Views of Provisional Court Official: Weakness of the Kiangsu| 
Commission; Criminals who Never can be Condemned 





Provisional Court officials at 
tribute the congestion in the muni- 
cipal gaols to the increased number 
of criminals in Shanghai who are 
eonvieted in the Provisional Court. 
Before the Rendition Agreement, 
certain classes of criminals were 
handed over to the Chinese au- 
thoritias, but under the agreement 
only such criminals are handed over 
ay aro to be executed. Neverthe. 
less, the following figures indicate

According to the Rendition Agreo- 
ment, the Kiangsu Provincial Gov- 
ernment has the right to, review 
eases involving a death sentence. 
‘This agreement was made when 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang controlled 
Kiangsu and the Shanghai area and 
when it was impossible to submit 
‘the cases to the Supreme Court in 
Peking. Although there is a 
Supreme Gourt in Nanking, it has 
not yet been possible to amend the 
agreement to brim ‘such eases 
Defore a judicial authority, The 
Kiangsa Provincial Government is a 
Commission, most of the members 
of which have neither the qualifiea~ 
tions nor the time to pass on 
Judicial cases. Such members ns 
have a legal training ave regarded 
us unfriendly to the Provisional 
Court, because it was the Kiangsa 
Provincial Government. which a 
tempted to make changes in the 
court last year and failed.

We are guests of a nation whose 
peoples are millions, Our fraternity 
has a number of these people who 
commune with us ss. brethren. 
Let us hope that this edifice which 
this stone will support will send 
forth rays of light through these 
brethren by means of their activi- 
ties as masons, and be as a beacon 
to this great country of China so 
helplessly floundering in the sea of 
uncertainty. 

Masonry was brought to China 
first by our English brethren many 
years ago. The first American 
Blue Lodge that was organized in 
China being that of Ancient Land- 
mark Lodge in the year 1864.

the sanetion of the Court. 

‘The company under the old name 
(it was still really the same com- 
pany) was incorporated in 1902 to| 
aequive and carry on a_ tobacco 
estate in the island of Sumatra. In 
1009, the company started planting: 
rubber upon that part of the estate 
on which it had not planted tobacco, 
fand in 1926 it sold the whole of 
its tobacco-growing property, which 
adjoined the rubber-growing pro- 
perty. ‘There was no. express 
provision in the memorandum pro- 
viding for the growing of rubber. The 

morandum might be considered to 
rive the company power to grow 
rubber, but, as its main object 
formerly was to carry on the busi 
nots of a tobacco estate and ite sole 
‘object now was to carry on a 
teubber estate, it was thought better, 
in order to prevent any doubt arising 
in the future, to ask the Court to 
sanction the alteration; 

Counsel read the company's re- 
solutions and an affidavit by Mr. 
W. R, MeBain, and also quoted from 
the balance sheet, pointing out that 
the company was in a very strong 
finaneial position, 

The Judge asked why the tobacco 
land was sold. 

Me, Lipson Ward replied that the 
affidavit showed that the company 
hhad experienced difficulty in selling] 
‘ts tobacco on the Amsterdant 
market at remunerative prices, and 
alu a very satisfactory price was 
secured for the estate, the sale 
enabling the shareholders to get 
back more than their original 
capital and, at the same time, they 
retained their rubber estate. He 
‘added that the Sumatra tobacco 
market was entirely in the hands 
of the Dutch, who “quite properly” 
naw that Dutch interests were 
hhetter Ioked after than thoze of 
anybody else.

PRE-VIKING SHIPS 
DISCOVERED 





Two Vessels Unearthed by 
Workmen.Digging Ditch 


Stockholm, May 3. 

Two pre-Vikingt ships, 1,500 
years old, and one oar 5.000 years 
‘ld have just been found in Sweden| 
by delighted antiquarians, and these 
finds are shedding mew light on 
ancient Swedish s-ataring and sca- 
ashi 

The oar, made for paddling, was! 
found ‘deep down in a moor in 
Dalecariia, “the heart of Swed 
and was sent’ to. the istorieal 
‘Museum, where an expert fixed its 
age at 5,000 years, 

‘The ancient ships were found on 
the western shore of Sweden in the 
rrovinee of Halland by two work- 
nen while digging a ditch. The 
boats are made from good oak 
timber, are 13 to 14 metres in 
length, 4 metres wide and built on 
19 tbs, nailed together by wooden 
pegs. In one of them was found a 
beautifully carved piece of amber. 

The method of dating them, 
applied here, consisted in estimating 
the continuous land elevation, 
phenomenon peculiar to Sweden 
Since the glacial period, by way of 
‘which the land gains new ground 
From the sea by rising at the aver 
age rate of 8 centimetres in 1 
century. The old Viking ships 
twee found 84 centimetres above the 
prewnt sea level and should con- 
Sequently date from about 800, but 
fan. they. were embedded in’ sea 
gravel, the boats must be dated 
farther back and most probably ta 
300-400 A.D. The place, Galtabaeck, 
where the finds were made, seems 










































to have been a lively seaport at

TOWARDS CHINESE 





Former Shanghai Council Members’ Forceful Reply to 
Aspersions in a British Journal 


"sir Edward Pearce, Me. E. F. 
Mackay, Mr. A. Brooke Smith and 
Mr, H. G. Simms, former members 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council 
‘and of the Committee of the Shang- 
haj British Chamber of Commeree. 
make a joint reply in a recent issue 
of “The New Statesman” to a cor 
respondent, who wrote to that 
journal regarding the attitude of 








Britishers in China towards the 
Chinese. Their letter is as fol- 
lows: 


In your issue of March 17 a core 
respondent in China, signing him- 
self “J. D.." gives his impression 
Of the attitude of the English to- 
wards the Chinese among whom 
they live, He anticipates that what 
he writes may seem a gross ex- 
faggeration to anyone who has not 
been in China. To those who have 
‘ven in China it certainly is. 

“Class” Suggestion Refuted 

He begins by describing the 
avernge Englishman going out to 
China as a person with the one 
iden of making his pile and re- 
turning home with enough money 
and influence to put him in a class 
above the one he would have been 
in if he had gone into business in 
his own country. “J. D.” appears 
to be an outstanding’ example of 
type of person obsessed with a 
fecling of elnss inferiority, and 
Jooks ‘with a jealous eye on’ those 
enjoying a society from which he 
ig for some reason barred. Tt must 
be admitted that the average Eng- 
Jishman goes out to China to make 
money, but we refute the class sug 
gestion, for such a thing never en- 
ters his head, since as a rule he is 
quite innocent of class conscious- 

“J.D.” then describes the 
Englishman's first. six months in 
China, He is told that the Chinese 
are queer people, but as they are 
uveful he fs advised to keep in with 
“these Chinks.””Burther, that hi 
initiation into foreign community 
Jife consists of going to clubs, ho- 
tels, cabarets, cinemas and places 
of Vices and driving his motor-car 
through evil-smelling Chinese quar 
ters where the native jis too stupid 
to get out of his way. 

Long Office Hours 

‘J. D.” seems to ignore the main 
reavon why Enjlishmen are sent to 
China. We would remind him that 
usually British firms send them 
out to work, and that they often 









































have to work longér hours than 
Britain, Their spare time is taken| 
up with outdoor games, and, of| 
course, in a comparatively small 
community club life play an im-| 
portant part, 

” then comes to the ques-| 
tion why the English so detest the| 
Chinese. This is a most extra- 
ordinary assumption. In no other} 
part of the world have individuals} 
of two nations formed stronger or| 
‘more Insting friendships. Those of 
us who left China after many years’ 
residence still keep in touch with| 
‘our old Chinese friends. We reta 
feelings of respect and cordiality| 
towards the Chinese with whom we| 
ame in contact, and happy re- 
collections of the many years we 
were associated with them, both 
in business and in other activities. 


Mutual Courtesy 

Notwithstanding the great dif- 
ference in social customs, we w 
never bored in thelr society, 
suggested by “J. D..” and on our 
part, and on the part of the great| 
bulk’ of Englishmen ia China, we| 
treated the Chinese with the same 
courtesy as our own people 

“J. D.” has a hit at Englishmen 
who'are sent to the outports and 
‘up country by their firms. He says. 
they gut on each other's nerves, 
‘as he puts it, get fed up to the teet 
with the whole place, and wish to 
God they had never come out. This 
is one of “J. D's” most ridiculous 
statements. Tt is well known that, 
the happiest communities in China| 




































are in the smaller coast ports. Of

This text has bebn placed by the 
eompilors of our hymn-book as the 
Key text to the most familiar and 
‘best loved of all our Church hymns 
the hyn which has just been 
ung as asolo, “Abide with me, fast 
falls tho eventide.” ‘The author of 
the hymn was a clergyman in the 
Churels of England, the Rev. Henry 
Francis Lyte, and’ the hymn was 
written at his vicarage, Just out- 
side Lower Brixham, in Devonshire. 

‘Lyte was born near Kelso, in Ire- 
Jand, in 1793, He received his early 
eiducation at Portora, and in 1814 
the graduated as a scholar of Trinity 
College, Dublin, where three times 
in suecession ‘he had taken the prize 
for the best English poem. He had 
intended. to enter the medical pro- 
fession, but gave it up to go into 
the Chureh and was ordained in 
the year of Waterloo to a curacy in 
County Wexford. Two years later, 
wwe find him in the South of Eng- 
Tand, where he held curacics in 
Cornwall, Hampshire, and Devon- 
shire, While in Cornwall, an event 
‘occurred which profoundly affected 
his whole life, He was, attending 
the death-bed of a clerical friend 
who was sulfering the pangs of ve- 
‘morse because he felt that in his 
preaching he had not sufficiently 
magnified the Cross. ‘The dying 
man found peaco but Lyte never 
forgot the lesson. His preaching 
from that day took on a new 
message and power. His daugbaer, 
in bringing to an end her memoirs 
of her Cather, romarks:—"His high= 
fest honour and dosire in active life 
Thad beon to exalt the Cross, 
trusted absolutoly in the mevits of 
his blessed Saviowr's cross and par- 
‘and calmly resigned his life

A Great Composer 

Tayte wag in 1823 appointed to the 
vicarage of Lower Brixham. Devon- 
hire, which he held until his death, 
‘which took place in Nice, on No- 
voniber 20, 1847. During: his life 
ho wrote mang “hymns, the host 
Known being the three we have suns 
this evening:—"Praixe my Soul the 
King of Heaven?” “Pleasant ave Thy 
Courts Above!” and “Abide with 
Mev” Tt was a great regrot to Lyte 
that ill-kealth in his later yours 
mado it impossible for hin to work 
‘as actively for his Master as he 
ad been accustomed to do. He 
fapent more time over his writings 
‘and it was his often expressed wish 
that he might he allowed to bring 
help or healing to some living heart 
by his verse. Not often are the 
prayers and longings of a disap- 
pointed heart so literally fulfilled. 
‘Thera is no hymn in the English 
Tanguage 40 well known, 50 de 

jervedly popular, or move often 
id that Lyte's “Abide with me.” 
Tt is generally used ag an evening 
‘hymn, but it was not so intended. 
With the exception of the opening, 
metaphor, there is not, throughout 
the hymn, the slightest allusion to 
‘the close of natural day. Tt is des 
criptive of the evening of life, the 
close of the author's carcer, and is 
intensely personal. Tt was ‘written 
fon Sunday, September 4, 1817, at 
Berry Head House, about half a 
mile from Brisham, a house given 
to Mr. Lyte by King William IV. 

For 21 years Lyte faithfully dee 
voted his life and talents to 
scattered fishing population of Brix- 
ham, never sparing himself, his time 
for his money, but many were cold 
‘and indigerent and even suspicious 
of the church and the parson. 
‘Nover strong, Lyte’s health suffered 
and his lungs became affected. He 
grow disheartened and depressed:

comforts flee; we are constantly 
misunderstood; we soffer — fre- 
quent separations; pleasures fail 
to satisfy, joys grow dim, 
earth's glories pass away. 
Life is full of change and mystery. 
We do not know ‘with certainty, 
whenco we come or whither we go. 
AIL about us is change and decay. 
Wo are surrounded by forces wel 
cannot understand or fathom. Our 
existence is an island surf washed 
with strange mysterious seas, and 
wo long for something that is per- 
manent, that changes not, that will 
‘The world can never:

the Yangtze Valley and Shanghai; 
two foreign concessions, Hankow 
and Kiukiang, were returned to 
China inexpensively: labour was 
organized into a C.P. unit and a 
boyeott against British goods was 
for two years effective. 

‘The Russians, however, failed in 
one essontial: "they believed that 
they were using tho Chinese in their 
quarrel with Great Britain, while, 
as a matter of fact, the Nationalints 
were using them in their effort to 
reach Peking.

Contrast the empires 
of Assyrians, Persians and Exyp- 
tians and how little they really 
mean to the world to-day, with the 
inexhaustible legacies of tiny little 
Greece, which indeed can be narrow- 
ed down to something still smaller, 
the single city Athens. Here again 
‘one notices how wisely Mr. Sokolsky 
hag dwelt upon epochs, nations and 
individuals whose existence left 
something to weave into the texture 
of the whole history of mankind. 
Rome and Nationalism 

In this connection the pages given 
to the Church of Rome and the 
birth of nationatism. The latter 
he ascrites, in one passage, to the 
French Revolution. That is true 
enough in one respect as we think 
of Kossuth, Victor Emmannel II, 
Garibald; and Cavour, of the Greek 
struggles for independence, of 
William I and Bismarck. ' But 
cbriously, and Mr, Sokolsky shows 
he would never question it, 
nationalism goes back much further 
than that, Inthe — greatest 
ascendoncy of the Church of Rome, 
national borders meant nothing’ 
There were the kings and nobility 
and the serfs. Lands were to the, 
beats possidens. And while the 
aristocracy, wholly illiterate, fought 
and slew each other, Rome pre 
served sgme continuity of law and 
learning. The Crusades began the 
breaking down of the old feudal 
system and in England the Wars 
fof the Roses finished it off, On the 
Continent it lasted much longer. 
In England, Henry I's French 
ware, when he accepted money with 
which to hire mercenaries instead of 
service, and left the country gentle- 
men at home to manage their 
estatcs, combining with the peculiar 

itieal and judicial genius of the 
English people, brought about a 
state of social and political stability 
far ahead of what was to be found 
contemporaneously on the Continent, 
But England being an island, her 
influence on the Continent "was. 
practically nil until her people 
began to “run across the seas chang. 
ing thelr skies but not their mind.” 
it is interesting to reflect how 
large a part the Puritans (another 
offshoot, by repulsion, of Rome) 
contributed to this migration, first 
by driving abroad the churchmen 
and then by being themselves 
driven abroad. 

The Economic Revolution 


The economic revolution of the 
world is treated with great skill 
and insight. In England for a few 
fears cotton mills and steam powe: 
literally threw ‘many: workers back 
into serfdom. Hebert Owen's is a 
great name to. remember in the 
process of emancipation, It is 
strange to think that his were the 
ideas which to-lay seem destined

ition that mo ecuntry can ext 
itself off from the rest of the world, 
Accepting this view us possibly 
correet, it follows the West 
has an enormous responsibility 
discharge in retura fer forcing 
iteelf nto the East and disrupting 
it with its strange and alien ideax 
of progress. Precisely how this 
responsibility is to be discharred 
has not yet been selved. Everyone 
Knows how Japan took the matter 
into her own hands and profited by 
the lessons ef her invaders in a 
manner without parallel in the 
world’s history. But the ease of 
China is more difficult, At. least, 
however, Mr. Sokolsky’s buok may’

The story of the French revolu-

common focus under the impact of 
common ideas.

At the Concours Hippique

(“concours hippique”) was being 
held in.

Advances To Take Place 


By cating less meat the world has 
brought about a threatened rise_in 
the price of boots and shoes. ‘The 
advances are likely to take place 
this year, 

“Stocks of cattle have diminished 
considerably in the United States.” 
Dr. E, C. Snow, of the United Tan- 
ners’ Federation, told a "Morning 
Post” representative a few weeks 
ago “with the result that there has 
been a shortage of hides for more 
than a year. In 12 months those 
hhave advanced 70 per cont. in price.” 


‘The boot and shoe industry is pas- 
sing through a critical period, owing 
to this high price of leather.” While 
the prices of footwear will in some 
instances be kept at their present 
level, it will be at the expense of 
quality, To secure the quality to 
which he has been accustomed, the 
consumer will have to pay more 
There will also he an advance in the 
cost of repairs. 














‘The Shoe Problem, 


‘The statement that the price of 
shoes is to be raised raises equally 
the question of the make and finish 
of shoes. At a very much enhanced 
price already, shoes are far less well 
finished than formerly; and wl 
the shape is more normal and one is 
permitted and even encouraged not 
to squeeze the fect, the discomfort 
of badly finished shoes is, of course, 
increased by the fashion of wearing 
very thin stockings. The modern 
shoe suffers from extremes of thin- 
ners and thickness. Formerly the 
ordinary lace shoe could be worn in 
the town in comfort and was not 
always too fragile for country. To- 
day the town—unless it wears 
‘Wellingtons—is condemned to the 
thinnest possible shoes for outdoors 
whieh Jet in the water not only 
below but above as well.
